INCINNATI (O.) March 13.—The 
posing stockholders in the Southern 
Pacific Raliroad Compary has been tem- 
porarily transferred to the courts in this 
city. The Southern Pacific being char- 
tered in Kentucky, suit was brought 
yesterday in the United States court 
at Louisville by Talbot J. Taylor and 
James B. Taylor of New York, repre- 
senting minority stockholders asking 
an injunction against the Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific to prevent 
the Union Pacific from voting the 
stock it holds in the coming annual 
election of directors of the Southern 
Pacific. 

The application alleges that the Un- 
ion Pacific has secured control of the 
majority of the stock of the Southern 
Pacific, and the two roads have been 
practically under one management, to 
the damage of the interests of the 
stockholders of the Southern Pacific. 
It alleges divergence of traffic and 
other acts for the benefit of the Union 
Pacific, and to the injury of the South- 
ern Pacific.

CINCINNATI, March 13.—The Dill 
filed by the attorneys for the com- 
plainants, Talbot Taylor and James B.

During the years 1900 and 1901, the 
Union Pacific company acquired a 
holding of Southern Pacific shares 
amounting to %75.000,000, or 750,000 
shares. These were used, it ts alleged, 
te elect a directory, each member of 
which was and is interested in the 
Union Pacific as against the Southern 
Pacific. The new directory. it is 
charged, united all departments of the 
two roads wherever possibie, subject 
to a dominating and controlling in- 
fiuence in favor of the Union Pacific 
company, whereby the interests of the 
Southern Pacific are endangered, and 
prejudiced by discriminations in favor 
of the Union Pacific, adopting policies, 
also, “that tended and tend to direct 
traffic from the Southern Pacific com- 
pany, which would, without the adop- 
tion of such politics, have come to that 
road.”

ROADS MUST BUY ABROAD.

NEW YORK, March 13.—(Eaciu- 
sive Dispatch.) Manufacturers ad- 
mit that many rajlreads which have 
underestimated their steel-rall re-

Keene's first movement was to try 
to force from Harriman a promise to 
put the road on a dividend-paying 
basis, and he deciares that he was 
given to understand that this would be 
done. The contrary obtained, however, 
and a fight in open market for the stock 
began, which ended in a truce this week, 
as both leaders had cornered the mem- 
bers of thelr own party. The fight will 
be resumed next week in the courts, 
when Keene will ask for an injunction 
to prevent the Union Pactfic Railroad 
from voting its 5$99.000.000 worth of 
Southern Pacific stock at the ap- 
proaching annual meeting. If Keene

SACRAMENTO, March  13.—Goev. 
Pardee apparently struck a severe blow 
to two corporations this morning by 
vetoing bille which had been passed, 
ostensibly in the interest of the South- 
ern Pacific Company and the Spring 
Valley Water Company. In a message 
to the Assembly the Executive of the 
State announced that he had refuse4 
to attach his signature to the Rol- 
ley bills, which, it is said, would have 
given the Southern Pacific the Oakland 
water front. In vetoing Assembly Bill 
No. 62, by Rolley, the Governor says, 


“This bill proposes an amendment to 
Section 474 of the Civil Code, which 
as it stands grants to every railroad 
corporation a right of way over any 
swamp, overflowed or other public 
lands of the State, not exceéding in 
length or width that which is neces- 
sary for the construction of its works 
and adjuncts thereto. or for the pro- 
tection thereof, not in any case to ex- 
ceed two hundred feet in width.” 

“The present bill would modify this 
section by omitting the limitation that 
the right of way shal not exceed two 
hundred feet in width, and would 
leave the grant with only the general 
limitation that it shall not exceed the 
dimensions which may be considered 
necessary.”

NJUNCTIONS AGAINST STRIKERS. 
The Kansas City Transfer Com- 
pany has been granted an injunction 
against the Team Drivers’ Insterna- 
tional Union, enjoining members of 
that organization from interfering in 
any manner with the business of the 
company. Other transfer companies 
of the same city are preparing to in- 
voke the power of the courts for pro- 
tection against their striking ex-em- 
ployés, to the extent of restraining the 
latter from interfering with the busi- 
ness of their former employers. They 
have set up the claim that interfer- 
ence with wagons on the way to the 
depots and shipping yards is in vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce law. 
Goods are in transit within the 


ing of the law, they declare, trom thy" 
|} moment when they are loaded into 


& wagon and the transfer company 
gives its recerpt. 

Surely this contention Is entirely 
tenable. When goods pass into the 
possession of a transfer company they 
begin their first stage of transporta- 
tion. Forcible interference with their 
peaceful transportation is interfer- 
ence with interstate commerce, if the 
goods be destined for a State other 
than that from which they are shipped, 
and it is a violation of law in any 
event, irrespective of the destination 
por consignuinents. 

What right has any person to inter- 
fere with the peaceful and legitimate 
transportation of merchandise at any 
part of its journey, or with the peace- 
ful transaction of any Jegitimate 
business? Clearly none. No such 
right can be acquired by any group 
of men, no matter what may be the 
ojec* for which they are associated. 
An act which would be a violation of 
law If committed by an individual, is 
aise violation of law when com- 
mitted by a group of individuals. 

A great hue-and-cry was raised by 
Debs and others of his ilk against 
“government by injunction,” and they 
have sought, by means of reactionary 
legislation, to tle the hands of the 
courts to such an extent that an in- 
junction could not issve to restrain a 
plainiy contemplated wrong. It is 
very much to be regretted, of courte, 
that necessity should ever exist for 
the issuance of a restraining order to 
prevent the consummation of a crime. 
But such necessity does exist, very 
often. The courts, by recognizing and 
acting promptly upon such necessity, 
are in many cases able to prevent a 
wrong and a violation of law. Cer- 
tainly, it is as desirable, as legitimate, 
and as expedient, to prevent the con- 
summation of a crime as to punish 
for a crime committed. 

The courts have never yet enjoined 
any person from obeying the law, nor 
from doing right. 4 

In the case of the Kansas City 
Transfer Company—and there are 
many cases like it—why should not 
the striking employés. in commoas 
with all other persons disposed to in- 
terfere with the plaintiff's 
be enjoined from doing so? The cous 
are the administrators of the law. 
Why should they not restrain viola- 
tions of the law’? No question as to 
the.abstract right of employés to strike 
is involved. Nobody denies that 
right, either to an individual or to a 
group of individuals. Employés may 
quit their employment if they see fit. 
But the moment an employé vojun- 
‘arily quits work he ceases to be an 
employé of the establishment where 
he was employed. Thereafter he has 
no more right In that establishment 
than any other outsider. And cer- 
tainly he has no possible shadow of 
rign? to interferc with the business of 
his late employers. 

So plain is thie dictum that it must 
be self-evident, at a glance, to every 
candid mind. There ought to be no 
necessity for repeating it and re-re- 


peating it. There would be no such 
ft not for the fact 
that the truth i« constantly obscured 
by specious ticas put forward by dem- 
agogic newspapers and individuals, the 
effect of which to emeourage law- 
leesness and <liparage the cours 
which have the courage and firmness 
to maintain the law. both tn letter and 
‘o spirit. in every case where strik- 
ors interfere with the business of their 
former emplbyers they violate the 


pencies. 


law. There has been far too much 
tolerance of this form of lawlessness. 
it should be punished as surely and 
as severely as are other similar forms 
of lawbreaking. 


ERNICIOUS DOCTRINE. 

Socialism, in its various phases, 
has been coming increased 'prom!- 
nence of late. It would be something 
of a surprise if one could have a com- 
plete roster of all who are more or 
less infected with what some people 
would refer to as a “heresy.” In Bu- 
rope the movement has, if possible. 
gained even more headway than in the 
United States, especially in Germany, 
where the Socialist party is powerful 
in the Legislature. Such being the 
case, it is interesting to note, from 
time to time, the outgivings of those 
who represent the Socialist cause. in 
order that we may obtain some idea 
of what they are driving at. 

A pamphiet entitled “The Socialis: 
Movement” was recently published. 
The author is Charies H. Vail. Ia 
bis introduction be says: 

“Society today is divided into two 
classes—the propertied and non- 
propertied. Every man born into these 
class conditions inherita, or acquires, 
a classhood in addition to his man- 
hood. True civilization can never be 
attained in a class-constituted society, 
for the members of neither class can 
reach their highest development | in 
such conditions. The dominance of 
class interests prevents men from 
realizing the highest ideal. The So- 
clalist recognizes the inevitable result 
of such conditions and so desires to 
abolish class distinctions and the class 
element in character, for he knows 
that human brotherhood must be 
Utopian in a system founded upon an- 
tagonistic interests.” 

This is dangerous doctrine—a de- 
liberate effort to arraign class against 
class. Moreover, it is false—at least 
so far as the United States is con- 
cerned. In this country of boundless 
revrources and opportunities, the poor 
man of yesterday may be the property 
owner of tomorrow We read daily of 
men who have climbed from the work- 
man’s bench, or the plow, to affluence 
and power. 

There are truths in the socialistic 
dcctrine, as in almost every other cult 
that Is preached, but such false and 
dangerous statements as that above 
quoted are not likely to make recruits 
for socialism among well-meaning and 
intelligent men. They rather tend to 
stir the passions and arouse the dis- 
content of “fellows of the baser sort.”

A modest and philanthropic lady of 
this city passed te her reward when 
h came to Miss Olive 
Cleveland on Wednesday, at the 

vanced age of 80 years. 

Los Angeles benevolences owe much 
to the memory of Miss Cleveland, and 
yet she appeared but rarely in public 
attention.

Then Mrs. Garcia did not hear from 
the authorities for a long time, and 
began inquiries.

Practically Died in Harness, but Re- 
alized Impending Death—Busy and 
Useful Life Brought to Sudden End 
by Attack of Angina Pectoris. 


_ This is the pain that kill«.” were the 
last words of Dr. Roses Kirkpatrick, 
as he was suffering from the throes of 
angina pectoris, on a couch in his 
office yesterday. The veteran physi- 
clan knew whereof he speke. for the 
death dew was already on his brow, 
and in a few moments he had passcd 
away. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick was one of the most 
prominent members of the medical fra- 
ternity 2 Los Angeles, and his @eath, 
which occurred ath 3:15 o'clock yester- 
day .afternoon, was altogether unex- 
pected. He practically died in the 
harness of the profession in which he 
had labered so long and faithfully, for 
almost up to the very hour of his de- 
mise he was ministering to his pa- 
tients. 

For some days.the doctor had com- 
plained of pain in his chest, 
when he left his home at No. 154 South 
Girand avenue yesterday morning for 
his office, at No. 114 South Spring 
street, he appeared to be suffering 
more than usual. The pain was quite 
severe when he reached his office. but 
afier he sat and rested awhile by the 
fire he felt better, and he spent the 
forenoon in chatting with his office as- 
sociates, Dr. W. C. Parker and Dr. F.

It is 
generaliy conceded that “in Memo- 
riam” is Tennyson's monumenta! work, 
for there are many dissentients to the 
claims of the “Idyis of the King.”

Wesley's Journal Boiled Down. 
N WESLEY’ 
Fieming H. Revel! Company. New York. 
The great founder of Methodism, 
whose bicentenary celevration occurs 
this year, kept a cereful Giary dur- 
ine almost the whoie of his —_ and 
extraordinarily active life. n tts 
manuscript form this rnal has 
been bound up into twent?-six vo!l- 
umes. The whole of it has never yet 
been put into type. The Fleming H. 
Revell Company has done a good serv- 
ice in publishing a condensation of 
this journal, u r the editorship of 
Percy LAvingston Parker. It is 
efaced by an introduction by the 
te Hugh Price Hughes; to which is 
added an “Appreciation” of the journal 
by Augustine Birrell. To the fre- 


the history of Methodism, nor 
readas rd life of its fdunder, the 
present voiume will be of not a little 
interest. It is impossible, however, 
for us to do otherwise an recom- 
mend to such a perusal Southey’'s 
“Life of John Wesley.” in preference 
to this. The book before us is 
scrappy: and while it gives the exact 
impressions which Wesiey received 
from his experiences and his own #c- 
count of the remarkable events in his 
life, yet the detached items are dis- 
appointing. 

What strikes the reader as most re- 
markable in this journal is its evi- 
Gence of the intense energy of Wes- 
ley. Long and tiresome rides to meet 
appointments, undeterred by storm or 
flood: preachings by the hour, 
times three or four times a day; perils 
at the hands of brutal and unreason- 
ing mobs, calmly and quictiy en- 
dured: these made up the life of John 
Wesley. In one entry we read of his 
having ined his ankle, put he did 
not on that account allow himeelf 
be hindered in hie calling. Beng un- 
able to stand, for some days he 
preached kneeling on 4 cushion. 

Wealey had no interest outside his 
adopted work. Consequently is not 
surprising to find that hts marriage 
wae such a dismal failure as certain 
entries indicate. “I was clearly con- 
vinced that I ought to marry. Fer 
many years I remained single because 
I believed I could be more useful in 4 
single than in a married state. 

nQw as fully believed, that. In my 
present circumstances, I might be 
more useful in a married state; tnto 
which, upon this clear conviction, and 
by the advice of my friends, I entered 
a few 4aye after.” Having finished

Daintier or more charming love tales 
than “The Turquoise Cup” and “The 
Desert,” by Arthur Crossictt Smith, we 
have not seen for many a day.
